Ford calls for 
special body to 
prosecute presidents 

WASHINGTON, July 19. (R) — 
President Ford asked Congress to¬ 
day to authorise appointment of a 
permanent special prosecutor’s of¬ 
fice empowered to deal with pos¬ 
sible criminal wrongdoing by a 
president, vice-president, other hi¬ 
gh government officials and me¬ 
mbers of Congress. 

The prosecutor would have si¬ 
milar powers to investigate and 
prosecute as were wielded by the 
special prosecutor during the Wa¬ 
tergate scandal of former Presi¬ 
dent Nixon's administration. 

Mr. Ford said in a letter to 
Mr. Carl Albert, Speaker of the 
House of Representatives, that a 
bill being considered by the Sen¬ 
ate did not go far enough and mi¬ 
ght be unconstitutional in some 
respects. 

The Senate bill would appoint 
several temporary prosecutors to 
deal with allegations of wrongdo¬ 
ing by key officials, excluding the 
.president and vice-president, with 
each handling a different case. 

Mr. Ford said the removal of 
the special prosecutor would be 
sanctioned only for extraordinary 
improprieties. The president would 
be required to submit his reasons 

for removal to the judiciary com- 
mittes of the Senate and the Hou¬ 
se of Representatives. 

Former President Nixon enrag¬ 
ed congressmen and others when 
he fired special Watergate prose¬ 
cutor Archibald Cox in what be¬ 
came known as the "Saturday ni¬ 
ght massacre” in September, 1973.

Jeddah summit appeals for 

end of strife in Lebanon 


CAIRO, July 19 (R). — Egypt, Sau¬ 
di Arabia and Sudan today urged 
an immediate ceasefire in Lebanon 
and called for a round table con¬ 
ference to resolve the conflict the¬ 
re. 

A joint communique released 
here after a two-day summit me¬ 
eting in Jeddah attended by Saudi 
King Khaled, President Anwar 
Sadat of Egypt and President Jaa- 
far Nimeiry of Sudan, called on 
all the warring factions in Leba¬ 
non to stop fighting immediately 
and to help pave the way for res¬ 
toring peace there. 

The king and the two Residents 
stressed that the safety of the Le¬ 
banese and Palestinian peoples 
was the national responsibility of 
all parties. This required an im¬ 
mediate end to the fighting, vio¬ 
lence, and other provocative acts 
which threatened the lives of inno¬ 
cent people, the communique said. 

The communique, issued in Cai¬ 
ro, Riyadh, and Khartoum, urged 
that the Arab peace-keeping force 
in Lebanon should be enabled to 
carry out its task "positively and 
decisively.” 

The force is made up of units 
from Saudi Arabia, Sudan, Syria, 
Libya and the Palestine Libera¬ 


tion Organisation (PLO). 

The communique paid tribute to 
"the heroic steadfastness of the 
Palestinian people despite all chal¬ 
lenges facing their struggle to rea¬ 
lise their legitimate rights.” 

Observers here noted a modera¬ 
te tone in the communique’s refe¬ 
rence to Lebanon. This they attri¬ 
buted to the three leader’s eager¬ 
ness to find a response to their ap¬ 
peal for a ceasefire from the Leba¬ 
nese right, and left, and the Pales¬ 
tinians. 

The communique said Arab uni¬ 
ty and solidarity should be the ba¬ 
ses on which all Arab problems sh¬ 
ould be tackled. 

King Khaled and President Sa¬ 
dat, the communique added, ex¬ 
pressed their countries' solidarity 
“with the gallant Sudanese people 
in defeating aggression and dissen¬ 
sion.” This was a reference to an 
attempted coup in Sudan earlier 
this month. 

Observers noted the communi¬ 
que did not make any reference 
to Libya which Presidents Nimeiry 
and Sadat had accused of master¬ 
minding the abortive coup. 

The communique said the three 
leaders expressed satisfaction at 
their alliance and agreed to streng¬ 
then their ties.

TEL AVIV, July 19 (R). — Israeli 
Defence Minister hinted today Is¬ 
rael might stand aside and not in¬ 
tervene if Lebanon were partition¬ 
ed.

Act of principle 


The withdrawal of some 20 African and Arab states from 
the Montreal Olympic Games has been heralded as the beginn¬ 
ing of the end of the Olympic tradition. And those who are 
already preparing the epitaph for the games will be further 
disappointed by the statement of the secretary general of the 
Supreme Council for Sport in Africa that the African boycott 
of the Olympics will be applied to other world sports until 
people realise they cannot support South Africa. 

The dramatic last-moment decision to withdraw from the 
games has certainly had the desired effect of drawing attention 
to the fact of individual nations' sporting ties with South 
Africa. Strangely enough, however, the world’s attention is 
now focussed on the fate of the Montreal games, and whether 
or not these will be the last Olympic Games the world will 
ever see. Few have asked themselves whether it is appropriate 
for New Zealand to maintain its sporting links with the South 
Africans. 

The boycott is a clear-cut matter whose underlying objec¬ 
tives we understand and share. There may have been other 
ways to make the point, but since the boycott has already been 
applied it is a bit late now to recommend alternatives, however 
many alternatives there may indeed be. 

It Is not a glorious thing to see the Olympics "disrupted 
in this manner, and it is not a comfortable feeling to have one’s 
aspirations of witnessing this display of universal goodwill 
suddenly shattered by the cacophony of dissent and the applied 
dictates of one’s principles. 

The ultimate point to be considered here is not the fact of 
the Olympic Games this month at Montreal, but rather the 
question of what does one do in the face of the moral brutality 
of South African apartheid ? The goodness of the Olympic ideal 
does not and never will overwhelm the evil of apartheid; thus 
to ask the boycotting nations to suspend the application of their 
principled opposition to South African apartheid for the sake 
of athletic harmony at Montreal is an inversion of the very 
moral principles that one seeks to bring into force in South 
Africa itself. The ideal of racial equality in South Africa is 
stronger than the ideal of athletic universality at Montreal, and 
the denial of equality in South Africa is more debilitating and 
more outrageous than the denial of athletic universality at the 
Olympics. It would be a shame to wreck the Olympic tradition, 
but it would be a greater shame, and a crime against the good 
principles of humanity that are the essence of the Olympic 
tradition, to stand idle in the face of the blasphemy of apar¬ 
theid. 

The Olympic Games are just that — a bunch of games. 
The dignity of black South Africans — of any human being — 
is deeper and more important.- When the two conflict, we 
believe the games will inevitably have to give way. Games can 
be rescheduled and replayed. Smothered dignity cannot.

ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


Al Rai Monday commended Pr¬ 
ime Minister Mudar Badran's as¬ 
sertion to a visiting Jordan Press 
Association delegation — to cong¬ 
ratulate him on his assumption 
of the premiership — that the 
government will allow the press 
full freedom to express itself on 
all matters serving the interests 
of the country and the walfare 
of the people. 

The paper agrees with the prime 
minister that a mutual commit¬ 
ment by the government and the 
press to the freedom of expression 
was all the more essential in the 
present stage of Jordan’s rapid 
growth and development in all 
fields. The press is also called 
upon to participate in the process, 
beginning with itself, through the 
fulfillment of its pledge to pro¬ 
ject the "message of the ‘letter’ 
and the sanctity of the ’word’." 

Commenting on the worsening 
situation in the Lebanese civil 
war and the Arab League’s "lame” 
efforts to find a solution to'the 
crisis, Al Shaab derisively advi¬ 
ses the League’s Secretary-Gene¬ 
ral Mahmoud Riad not to take 
the trouble of going to Beirut — 
as he said he was ready to do — 
because the sixteen month old fi¬ 
ghting was still raging with full 
strength, and also "because we 
are afraid that the Secretary-Ge¬ 
neral might be hit by a fragment 
of a bomb, or by a rocket or a 
stray bullet from a trigger-happy 
sniper_»” 


that “the circle of tension "in Le¬ 
banon is going to expand to env¬ 
elop the whole Middle East ... 
It says the failure of Arab foreign 
ministers to dismantle the Leba¬ 
nese crisis into its original elem¬ 
ents, and the movement of the 
armed clashes from the streets to 
envelop the whole of Lebanon are 
two indications that the “priming 
of the Lebanese bomb is now co¬ 
mplete, and its explosion in the 
midst of the Arab region is im¬

Business circles react well 
to prospects of Carter win 


NEW YORK, July 19, (AFP). — 
Jimmy Carter’s nomination as the 
Democratic candidate for presi¬ 
dent has been received in U.S. 
business circles with “Equanimi¬ 
ty”, even satisfaction, Newsweek 
reports. 

In this week's issue, the news¬ 
magazine interviews more, than 40 
company heads, who say they are 
particularly happy with .the for¬ 
mer Georgia governor’s promise 
to bring “tight, businesslike ma¬ 
nagement” to Washington if he 
is elected president in November. 

They also say they like his pl¬ 
an to require annual accounting 
of all federal programmes, but 
say they doubt be can bring in 
the innovation. 

But, says Republican business¬ 
man Bruce Smart, “Carter is pra¬ 
gmatic, middle-of-the-road and 
not doctrinaire. If a Democrat 
has to win.

Leslie Pollack, head of invest¬ 
ments for Shearson, Hayden and 
Stone, points out that the stock 
market has not reacted to Mr. 
Carer's nomination.

Egypt aid fond 
scheme initialled 

CAIRO, July 19 (AFP) — A $2,000 
million fund to aid Egypt has be¬ 
en set up covering development 
projects In-the five years to 1980. 

Arrangements for the fund were 
initialled Sunday in Cairo by. the 
finance ministers of Saudi Arabia, 
Kuwait, the United Arab Emirates 
and Qatar, as well as Egypt. 

The final signature is set for 
Aug. 18 in the Egyptian capital. 

The formal document will be 
drafted next Saturday in Riyadh. 

One newspaper, A1 Ahram, said 
the contributions are : Saudi Ar¬ 
abia 40 per cent; Kuwait 30 per 
cent; the Emirates and Qatar both 
15 per cent. 

Soviet carrier 
Kiev sails through 
into Mediterranean 

ANKARA, July 19, (R) — The 
40,000-ton Kiev, regarded in the 
West as the Soviet Union's first 
aircraft carrier, has sailed through 
the Bosphorus this weekend for 
its first appearance in the Medit¬ 
erranean. 

The Soviet Union gave advance 
warning to Turkey of the Kiev’s 
passage, describing the vessel as 
“anti-submarine cruiser number 
860.” 

A Turkish government statem¬ 
ent said the passage had not vio¬ 
lated the 1936 Montreux Agree¬ 
ment governing naval movements 
through the Bosphorus and Darda¬ 
nelles. 

Diplomatic sources reported 
that, the Kiev was not operational 
at present, having no aircraft on 
board. According to the latest 
issue oi Jane's Fighting Ships, the 
Kiev is designed for both vertical 
take-off and landing aircraft and 
helicopter operations. 

In the long run, the entry of 
the Kiev into the Mediterranean 
could mean a significant shift in 
the naval balance of power in the 
area, the diplomatic sources ad¬ 
ded. 

Istanbul port authorities said 
a second Soviet vessel, the mis 1 
sile-launching cruiser Admiral Us¬ 
hakov, 15,450 tons, entered the 
Mediterranean from the Black 
Sea yesterday. 

Israel to get U.S. 
nuclear aid 

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, July 
19, (R). — Israel announced Sun¬ 
day It will sign an agreement with 
the United States on the peaceful 
use of atomic energy, including 
American aid in the construction 
of two $ i,000 million nuclear re¬ 
actor. 

The agreement must still be ap¬ 
proved by the U.S. Congress. 

According to sources close to 
the Israeli cabinet, the agreement 
provides for American inspection 
of only the two new reactors to 
be built with U.S. help, Israel has 
two other nuclear installations.

jects. 

“We don't have unlimited am¬ 
ounts of money and we have to 
spend it wisely,” he says. "I want 
every programme subject to re¬ 
view and evaluation. I think the¬ 
se programmes have to be tested 
by whether they work.” 

Concerning Central Intelligence 
Agency activities. Senator Mon¬ 
dale says he “Never joined those 
who wanted to prohibit cover ac¬ 
tivities.” 

“I did say they should be mu¬ 
ch more limited, put under res¬ 
ponsible control and used only in 
those rare instances where it is 
essential. 1 never attacked the 
need for the best intelligence ap¬ 
paratus in the world. I attacked 
the abuse of power.” 

In an interview with Newsweek 
before he was nominated. Sena¬ 
tor Mondale describes President 
Ford as “A nice guy, but the nice 
just doesn't cut well enough. I 
just don’t think he is quite bright 
enough to be a good president” 

As for Mr. Ford’s rightwing ch¬ 
allenger for the Republican nomi¬ 
nation, former California Gover¬ 
nor Ronald Reagan, Senator Mon¬ 
dale says his positions do not re¬ 
veal “a hint of human justice, 
of social justice.” 

Studies rap 
aid methods 

WASHINGTON, July 19, (R). 

— U.S. military advisers are giv¬ 
ing Iran's armed forces conflict¬ 
ing advice and in some cases pro¬ 
viding inadequate supervision of 
American military sales to the 
country, according to two State 
Department studies released last 
night. 

The studies were released by 
Democratic . Congressmen Lea 
Aspin, who called the U.S. mili¬ 
tary sales programme in Iran a 
managerial “nightmare". 

One study said that while the 
Army and the Air Force were try¬ 
ing to expedite Iran's purchase of 
a computer system, the Navy ob¬ 
jected to the proposal. 

Similarly, while the Air Force 
recommended that Iran hire re¬ 
tired U.S. military personnel as 
computer programmers, the U.S. 
military mission in Iran caution¬ 
ed that the move might violate 
American law. 

In the second study, State De¬ 
partment investigators said they 
found the Pentagon's mechanism 
for monitoring the performance 
of U.S. military contractors in 
Iran in some instances totally in¬ 
adequate. 

The Defence Department relied 
upon the contractors’ own asses¬ 
sment of their performance and 
progress, it said. 

The study criticised a contract 
for an improved Hawk air defen¬ 
ce missile system in Iran. 

“It is nigh on impossible to 
determine who has prime res¬ 
ponsibility for .contract adminis¬ 
tration and monitorship,” the stu¬ 
dy said. 

Qatari minister 
dies in hospital 

DENVER, COLORADO, July 19, 
(R). — Sheikh Jassem A1 Thani, 
Qatar’s Minister of Education and 
Culture, died Saturday night at 
the University of Colorado Medi¬ 
cal Centre, three days after un¬ 
dergoing exploratory surgery, the 
hospital said today. 

Sheikh A1 Thani, 55, died of 
complications from the surgery 
and a liver ailment, a hospital 
spokesman said. 

He was the brother of Sheikh 
Khalifa Ibn Hammad A1 Thani, 
ruler of Qatar. 

Sheik A1 Thani was admitted 
to hospital on June 20 for tests 
to determine whether he could 
undergo a liver transplant. The 
transplant was later ruled out. 
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Value of Israeli pound 
linked to B currencies 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, July 
19, (R). — Israel Sunday announ¬ 
ced a two per cent devaluation of 
its currency and said the official 
exchange rate of the Israeli pound 
would no longer be tied exclu¬ 
sively to the U.S. dollar. 

The measures, which took effe¬ 
ct from midnight Sunday, were 
decided at the weekly cabinet me¬ 
eting. 

The government cut the exch¬ 
ange rate to 8.12 Israeli pounds 
to the dollar, from 7.97.

The pound's official value will 
also in future be linked with st¬ 
erling, the West German mark, 
the French franc and the Dutch 
florin as well as the dollar.

The Finance Ministry said to¬ 
day that the policy had enabled 
exports to rise by 22 per cent in 
the first half of this year, com¬ 
pared with the same period last 
year. 

But the government also indi¬ 
cated today that the Inter-minis-, 
terial committee would be given 
greater latitude in future in view 
of the new five-currency “basket", 
and would no longer be limited to 
devaluation once a month not gr¬ 
eater than two per cent. 







PARIS, FRANCE (CSM) Bar¬ 
nard Hanon stalks to a' window in 
Renault’s new gleaning steel-and 
glass headquarters on the outs¬ 
kirts of Paris, points'east, and 
says: 

“That's where the next automo¬ 
tive invasion of Western Europe 
is rew nin g from — the C ommunis t 
countries of Eastern Europe.” 

Mr. Hanon is in charge of all 
automotive activities for the mul¬ 
tifaceted state-owned industrial 
giant which builds one-third of 
France’s total output of motor 
vehicles and is the country's No. 
1 export firm. 

Conceding his concern, the pla¬ 
nning chief declares: “We don’t 
plan to give up or abandon our 
market in Europe, well fight and 
try to stay competitive.’’ 

But that could be a tough chore. 
The ‘cars coming out of factories 
in the Soviet Union, Poland, and 
other Eastern-bloc countries are 
more than competitive in price 
— and, in fact, the charge of du¬ 
mping is often heard from West¬ 
ern carmakers. 

So, combined with galloping 
costs, inflation which exceeds 10 
per cent at the moment, and wor¬ 
ker demands for higher and higher 
wages, the prospect of a harden¬ 
ing battle with the state-owned 
auto industry of the Co mmunis t 
countries is unsettling at best for 
car-markers in France. 

Up to now France has not been 
a major target for the Eastern- 
bloc cars. Instead, they’ve been 
directed more at countries such 
as Belgium, Holland, Finland, and 
Norway, all without major auto-, 
manufacturing plants of their own. 

“If s hard for them to compete 
where there are large ongoing au¬ 
to industries — West Germany, 
France, and Italy,” says Mr. Ha¬ 
non. 

‘Yet,” he adds, “they'fe going 
to increase their aggressive beha¬ 
viour, and within five years it can 
be a serious preoccupation on the 
part of the French car Industry.” 

Quality of the Communist-built 
motor vehicles is on the .rise — 
even if styling is not. But there 
are drawbacks. Servicing, for exa¬ 
mple, is not easy, and the resale 
value is poor. 

To compensate for the increas¬ 
ing prospect of more Eastern Eur¬ 
opean cars in France, French, aut¬ 
horities are looking for a bigger 
slice pit the business in other pasts 
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of the world* notably the TLS.

WASHINGTON. D. C. l.CSM) —

So what is its purpose? 

In answer, it should be recogni¬ 
sed that a crucial change has ta¬ 
ken place in this century in the 
economic role of the poor.
